Further on, in his report, 
Mr Hughes explains that. the :*‘ yearly de- 
cline in the inportation of Foreign Opium 
may in some measure be caused by receipts 
overland from Chinkiang, where:the Lekin

They have bath ap- 
preciated Western institutions, but’ from 
different points of view. | Li, Feng Pao, 
who is a sclf-made man, \ appreciates 
foreign instutions ‘so. far as thoy,-aro 
of practical use to China; whily the 
Marquess ‘I'séng, perhaps partly owing to 
his distingnished birth, cares: more for what 
concerns the ‘Ugnity of the Gevernment he 
represents, non. ab the svi in the 
Palace de YElysée, the Marquess wis no 
doubt dazed with the glittering stam and 
crosses. of foreign decorations, and the 
Double Dragan. being conspicuous ‘ly its 
c:absence, he must havo felt that there was 
something. wanting in the dignity. of repre- 
sentation of his own country.
